Lead Sampling and Cleanup in Communities Surrounding Exide
FY15/16

Introduction

DTSC's draft Outreach and Community Engagement Plan describes planned and ongoing
actions for the lead sampling and cleanup in the residential areas* surrounding the former Exide
facility and for the closure of this facility through June 20162. This Engagement Plan is in draft
form and may be modified as part of discussions with community members, Exide Technologies
Advisory Group members (see page 3), additional external partners, and staff.

Summary
This Engagement Plan has three goals: 1) Inform affected communities about lead sampling

and cleanup activities associated with Exide and the closure of the Exide facility; 2) Collaborate
closely with communities, local governments, nonprofit organizations, legislative offices, and
other agencies on engagement strategies; and 3) Protect public health by ensuring that
information is made available to communities and resources are allocated appropriately.

DTSC's overall approach to the closure, sampling, and cleanup activities associated with Exide
includes:

o Sampling and cleanup of residential areas with funds already secured, while pursuing
additional funding.

¢ Engaging federal, state, and local agencies, as well as nonprofit organizations, to obtain
resources and expertise to support a comprehensive and coordinated cleanup of areas
around Exide.

o Coordinating with federal, state and local agencies to reduce exposure to sources of
lead, including lead-based paint, and ensure properties are not re-contaminated after
cleanup.

e Partnering with community-based organizations to inform and engage residents, seek
input, and arrange access with property owners for sampling and cleanup.

e Developing and implementing a comprehensive cleanup plan to continue cleanup in
future years, including all of the required environmental reviews, and with input from the
Exide Technologies Advisory Group and other community stakeholders.

e Using the safest approach to close the Exide facility, in coordination the South Coast Air
Quality Management District (SCAQMD) and with input from the Exide Technologies
Advisory Group and other community stakeholders.

Presenting complex technical information and processes in a manner that is accessible
and understandable to affected communities and the public.

Ensuring that communities, the public, and other stakeholders are made aware of
opportunities to participate in DTSC decisions, and the ways in which they may
participate.

Goal 1: Inform affected communities about lead sampling and cleanup activities

associated with Exide.

Key Actions

1.

Mail notifications to residents in focus areas regarding sampling and cleanup activities,
and public health information on reducing exposures to lead. Continue mailings to
properties within the preliminary area of investigation (1.7 mile radius from Exide).
(November 2015 - ongoing)

Partner with community-based organizations, local governments, and community health
worker networks (Promotores de Salud) to reach renters and property owners
individually and obtain access agreements for sampling and cleanup. (November 2015 —
ongoing)

Develop a neighborhood walk program to disseminate information and engage
community partners and resources. (November 2015 — June 2016)

Provide information about the health risks of lead and how to reduce exposure.
(September 2015 - ongoing)

Provide online communication tools for residents to apply for property sampling and
receive updates on where neighborhood walks, sampling and cleanup is taking place.
(October 2015 - ongoing)

Partner with local elected officials to provide regular updates of activities. (November
2015 - ongoing)

Enhance media updates to raise awareness and coverage of key upcoming milestones,
focusing on multi-lingual media outlets (October 2015 — ongoing)
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Goal 2: Collaborate closely with communities, local governments, nonprofit

organizations, legislative offices, and other agencies on engagement strategies.

Key Actions

Explore the creation of programs that promote public health and support the local
economy, such as technical certifications so that community members can take part in
the cleanup process while building technical and job skills. (November 2015 — June
2016)

Create contact points for community members to obtain information and responses to
guestions, such as libraries, community centers, schools, churches, and shared space in
government and community partner buildings. (November 2015 — February 2016)

Hire a Los Angeles-based community outreach consultant through the State’s RFP
(Request for Proposal Process) or Inter-Agency Agreement Process to further develop
and coordinate implementation of the Engagement Plan. (November 2015 — February
2016)

Establish a coordination group focused on public outreach and community engagement.
(November — December 2015)

Develop community trainings and materials on sampling, cleanup, and monitoring.
(ongoing)

Continue Exide Technologies Advisory Group meetings and provide other opportunities
for regular updates on sampling, cleanup, and other work and proposals to enhance the
effectiveness of these activities. Clearly identify objectives of each meeting and provide
agenda and any needed materials in advance. (ongoing)

Participate in established local community meetings and networks. (ongoing)

Assess and utilize most effective communication channels within communities. (ongoing)

Goal 3: Protect public health by ensuring that information is made available to

communities and resources are allocated appropriately.

Key Actions

1.

Develop a coordination group with federal, state, and local governments, as well as
community partners to develop strategies to address lead exposure from multiple
sources, including lead-based paint that continues to pose a health threat and could re-
contaminate properties where lead in soil has been cleaned up. (November 2015 -
ongoing)

Support the development of a public health symposium to explore challenges and
solutions to addressing lead exposure in urban environments. (December 2015 —
January 2016)

Support community-based networks to enhance outreach and compliance. (December
2015 — June 2016)

Coordinate with worker health and safety experts to promote safe practices throughout
the sampling and cleanup process. (November 2015 — ongoing)
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5. Encourage blood lead testing and sampling by creating incentive programs to families
who participate in blood lead testing and sign up for sampling. (January 2015 — June
2016)

6. Provide information about the health risks of lead and how to reduce exposure in
notifications and continued communications to affected communities. Involve schools,
churches, and recreational organizations in these efforts, as well as community-based
medical providers. (ongoing)

Exide Technologies Advisory Group
